Two of the men ore from 
Winnipeg and the others from 
Alberta ond Saskatchewan. 

While working hi York coun- 
ty, the men will be paid $70 a 
month and board. They must 
stay at least six weeks as a 



condition of their employment 
Approximately 100 farm helpers 
have been asked for York coun- 
ty in the west. 

As they arrive in Newmarket, 
they will be sent to farms on a 
basis of the greatest need. 
Formers are reminded that if 
they want extra farm help, they 
must get in touch with W. M. 
Cockburn, Newmarket, agricul- 
tural representative,, outlining 
their needs and the kind of help 
they will need. 
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Saturday morning, the county men finally 
treated Davis Dr. to lay the dust on it. This 
nuisance had continued unabated since the first 
hot weather but it has only been after repeated 
complaints from Frank Bowser, chairman of the 
roads and bridges committee of the Newmarket 
town council, Mayor Dr. I>. W. Dales, and the 
ratepayers themselves that any action was taken. 

The dust on Davis Dr. is an annual complaint, 
yet on the evidence of the residents, the condi- 
tion is allowed to continue well towards the 
end of June before work is done on the road. 
There is no justification whatsoever for such 
stack service to the ratepayers by the county 
engineer's department. Davis Dr. should be 
given prompt attention each year, not put off 
indefinitely as has been the practice in the past. 



CLOSED SHOP HARMFUL 

* 

TO LABOR • 

- 

No one will deny the right of employees to 
organize into unions and through them, negoti- 
ate for improved working conditions, wage in- 
creases, or shorter working hours. When the 
unions insist on closed shop contracts, however, 
ihe validity of their actions is open to question. 

The closed shop contract is undemocratic. 
Whether or not a new employee is in sympathy 

with the union, supports its leaders, or approves 
its policies, the closed shop contract makes 
membership in the union a condition of em- 
ployment. He has no choice. He must join the * 
union or else his life is made miserable by his 
fellow workers. 

The closed shop contract is organized labor's 
strongest weapon. It provides a unity of union 

locals so that a strike in one industry car) 
develop into a national walk-out through the 
action of sympathy strikers. Pressure is then 
exerted upon the management of the original 
plant not only by its striking workmen but 
from other managements -whose plants are tied 
up by the sympathy strikers. 

The advantages of the closed shop to organ- 
ized labor are more than offset by its disadvan- 
tages. The closed shop enables the indefinite 
perpetuation of one union a$y the bargaining 
agency, no matter how disreputable that union 
may have become. The closed shop enables the 
increase in initiation fees, beyond reasonable 
levels. By raising initiation fees, it becomes 
possible for a union to restrict employment in 
particular industries or trades. These very real 
conditions are harmful to organized labor. 

The closed shop has enabled the rise of labor 
leaders to the status of virtual dictators. It has 
caused intercine warfare which has cost organ- 
ized labor much in public sympathy as well as 
provoking feuds within the ranks of labor which 
weaken the movement more than any action of 
employers. 

Organized labor is passing from its rough and 
tumble youth into maturity. It is time it 
assumed some of the responsibilities of matur- 
ity, both to the working men who form its 
ranks and to the public at large. The closed 
shop principle is too undemocratic to last in 
Canada. By its continuing adherence to such 
a policy, labor is risking all that it has so "far 
gained. ; 



Every weekend, ine residents of Newmarket 
and other communities on the main highways are 
treated to the spectacle of carload after carload 
of lumber on its way to the lake for building and 
repairing summer cottages, il is strange, indeed. 
that there should be so much lumber for summer 
cottages while the war veteran needing lumber 
for a permanent house is unable to get any. The 
resolution recently passed by the township coun- 
cil of East Gwillimbury urging the government 
to restrict building materials to permanent build- 
ings only deserves the widest publicity. 



Another increase in the price of milk to the 
householder is foreseen jn the fall when the 
federal government removes the subsidies to the 
milk producer, according to news stories from 
Queen's Park. So far, there has been no evi- 
dence of provincial government action to meet 
the price requirements of the producers and at 

the same time hold down the cost to the house- 
holder. There still remains for the record the 
remark of the provincial minister of agriculture, 
Hon. T. L. Kennedy, that the province wasn't 
going to pick up the "hot potato" the federal 
government was dropping.

Saturday was one of those days that the poet 
spoke of "when heaven tries earth if it be in 
tune, and over it softly her warm ear lays". 
We found heaven's ear more than warm. By 
the time wc had tramped out to Glcnvillc and 
back, it had blistered all exposed flesh. 

Despite the after affects, a pair of joints that 
creaked like rusty hinges, the walk was most 
enjoyable. It was good to feel the fresh west 
wind on the crest of the hills and sec the rolling 
fields stretching towards the Caledon hills.

What Others Think 

DAIRY FARMERS 
HET UP 

(Midland Free Press Herald) 

The dairy industry of Ontario is up in arms 
over a suggested regulation under the new 
Ontario Liquor License. Act providing for the 
sale of beer and wine with meals in restaurants. 

The attorney-general has made it clear that 
the government proposes to enact regulations 
which will not permit ice cream soda fountains 
in any restaurant in which intoxicating drinks 
are served with meals. In other words, the 
province is saying to restaurant proprietors, "If 
you wisr^to qualify for a beer and wine license, 
all well and good, but to do so you must quit 
selling ice cream sodas, ice cream, and soft drinks 
of all kinds." 

It may be argued that this is to N prevent juv- 
eniles from frequenting restaurants where beer 
and wine are sold. That sounds splendid. But -as 
the Canadian Dairy and Cream Journal points 
out, the regulation might also encourage the 
consumption of beer and wine because soft drinks 
would not be so readily available, and conse- 
quently cut down on the consumption of dairy 
products. That is why the dairy farmers are 
fighting mad. i 

The general public also has an interest in this 
question. Why should it be forbidden the right 
to buy ice cream sodas and soft drinks in any 
restaurant? Why should it be compelled to 
assuage its thirst with beer and wine? A regu- 
lation apparently designed to safeguard youth 
may work out to the advantage of the brewers. 

Granting that it is desirable to protect youth 
from beer and v/ine — even if all protection is 
withdrawn from adults — then is it not possible 
for a restaurant to be divided by partitions in 
such a way that those who wish to consume dairy 
products may be able to do so without coming in 
contact with beer and wine? Think again Mr. 
Blackwcll. 

But why do- we have beer and wine in restaur- 
ants at all? Were there not enough sale outlets 
before? 

Every previous extension of outlets has been 
followed by big increases in Ontario's drink bill. 
That can only be the effect of putting beer and 
wine into the restaurants. We suggest to 
Premier Drew that it is not- too late yet to call 
it all off. 

Mr. Hepburn got the unsavory credit for intro- 
ducing beverage rooms into the province. Why 
should Col. Drew's name be associated with put- 
ting intoxicating liquor into our eating places?

Recovering Our Moral Con- 
science 

One of the lamentable conse- 
quences of intimate contacts 
with the "corrupting moral en- 
vironment" of our day is its 
deadening influence upon man's 
moral conscience. Lecky has 
been called "the, historian of 
morals" and it was his -observa- 
tion that "as* moral corruption 
became more deep seated con- 
science dried up and disappear- 
ed, ceasing to have any hold in 
later life on those who had failed 
to heed it when young." 

We need a correcting of our 
thinking today that piety is, a 
sign of weakness. The really 
worthwhile man, however, is the 
godly citizen whose entire per- 
sonality is ,so developed that he 
can march majestically forward 
contending for the right. The 
word freedom is on everyone's 
lips today. The desire for it is 
commendable — where it is "for 
true" freedom, but when it is a 
quest for license to do as one 
pleases and dare anyone to ob- 
ject, it is not laudable. 

The false philosophy which 
governs so much of the day's 
reasoning has sought to erase 
God and moral law from man's 
thinking. The result has been 
the breaking down of wholesome 
conventions and practices, the 
abandonment of parental control 
and filial obedience, and the dis- 
regard of those things that con- 
tribute io integrity in commer- 
cial and social relations. Unless 
these conditions can be corrected 
they will produce the dissolution 
of our moral foundations. 

The situation is serious. Some 
are rich in material things while 
millions of others perish in pov- 
erty. There is the skill of genius 
all about us but it has been more 
for destruction than for con- 
struction. Wc are trying to 
build a society without a proper ' 
ethical constituency. God has 
been cast out of the soul. Dr. 
Merlon S. Rice once wrote, 
"There is a very grave danger 
that this day of ours may become 
drunk with sheer knowledge, 
dangerous for its lack of char- 
acter." We know that knowl- 
edge is power, but despite our 
accumulation of vast knowledge, 
spiritually we seem to be in a 
quandry as to derivatives and 
destinies. ■ Knowledge without 
character is dangerous. As 
Christians we are to emphasize 
character. Unless we recover 
our moral conscience, we may 
find ourselves buried in "the 
despair of immoral failure." 

The church today must help 
man recover his moral con- 
science. Man must discover that 
God's moral demands are of far 
greater importance than the 
form . of ceremony he uses in 
worship. We need a revival of 
conscience' preaching. Our need 
is to apply the principles of 
Jesus to our conduct in this day. 
We must have His principles 
translated into daily practice. 
Let us as Christians stand to the 
task of helping men and women 
recover their moral conscience.

COMFORTS OF LIFE

Our gardens have a story or 
stories for a church service. I 
have been looking at a garden. 
It seems only two or three 
weeks or so ago it was plain 
brown earth, as it was left by the 
spading or cultivating. But 
now I sec long, straight rows of 
green plants. 

The first step in this develop- 
ment was to prepare the soil, 
then sow the seed. Following 
this the chemistry of the soil 
combines with the sun's rays, 
the air and the rain to give us 
sustenance. 

There arc many factors that 
enter into having a good gar- 
den—the utilization of ' them 
through cultivation is essential. 

We recognize the essential 
quality of constancy to sustain 
the material side of life; the 
quality * of constancy to main- 
tain . the spiritual is rio less 
essential. 

Just as the material values in 
the garden need cultivation, so 
do the values that con flow from 
the light within demand cultiva- 
tion if man is to avail himself of 
them. In the garden a variety 
of seeds arc planted, and grow 
out of a like quality of soil. In 
man's garden of life there is var- 
iety without end of seeds of 
"truth". 

A package of garden seeds in 
the envelope has directions for 
their planting. The seeds of 
"Truth" in the Book of Life 
minister to understanding, that 
we may implant them into ac- 
tion in life, for example: "He 
that tilkth his land shall have 
plenty of bread." "A faithful 
man shall abound with bless- 
ings." "A man's judgment com- 
eth from Jehovah/' 



Getting Sally Ready for School 

The ambitious little five-year- 
old miss, who is so anxious to 
start to school that she plays 
school with her dolls most of 
the day, is now pestering her 
mother to teach her to read. 
Sally's mother is quite right in 
saving the reading lessons for the 
teacher. Sally's teacher will 
have her method of teaching be- 
ginners to read and it disrupts 
the class to have some pupils 
who know the alphabet, others 
with a knowledge of phonetic 
symbols and still others able to 
recognize whole words. Do look 
over picture books with Sally 
and read to her all you like but 
leave Sally's reading to Sally's 
teacher. 

'There are many, many other 
lessons to teach Sally that will 
help her progress in school in- 
stead of hindering it. Perhaps 
you can interest some other 
mothers in kindergarten work 
with your children. The chil- 
dren need to learn how to sit 
quietly with other children lis- 
tening to a story, telling their 
own stories so they can be 
understood and doing scat work 
of a pre-school nature in a room 
with other children. They need 
to learn how to play and work 
together under supervision. 

It* is time Sally learned how to 
(I i ess and undress herself, wash 
and dry her hands and face and 
go to the toilet alone. Buttons 
are troublesome to little fingers 
and shoe ties arc even more pro- 
voking, but these can be master- 
ed before school opens, if mother 
is patiently helpful. We mustn't 
expect Sally's teacher to be her 
nursemaid as well as her teacher. 

Sally is very fortunate to have 
a mother who wants to help her 
prepare for school and is willing 
to spend considerable time help- 
ing her.-
